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My mind has been fried since the day of 
September 11th so I’m going to ramble a bit here 
and hope it all congeals and ends up making 
sense. 

I eagerly awaited the new issue of the big punk 
zines this month as 1 knew there would be some 
punk rock reaction to the terrorist horror in 
September and after a month of CNN, Fox news 
and countless other straight-laced, biased 
reporting I’ve subjected myself to over the last 
30+ days I needed a dose of reality, or at least a 
different outlook. 

Now, my dirty little personal secret is that I 
fucking hate punk zines. Hate them. I find 98% 
of them bullshit and written only to stroke the 
editor's ego and give lip service to large labels in 
exchange for advertising. I’ve made this quite 
clear and have gotten an ass-load of criticism for 
stating that. I stand firm on this, though I have 
been pleasantly surprised in the past, and have 
even been shown that there are still intelligent, 
well thought out punk zines floating around 
constituting that mere 2% that are worthwhile. 
So to save myself the trouble of ending up pissed 
off or irritated by the punk press, I’ve basically 
stopped reading them. But in light of the current 
events I was keen to hear what the punks have to 
say about this, though I fully expected to be 
irritated nonetheless. 

MRR did a good job on their issue and as usual 
they get all my respect. My only complaint is 
that it seemed the whole issue was rushed into 
print, thereby giving the impression that the 
writers did not have enough time to sort through 
all the emotions and trauma they may have felt, 
hence giving most of the columns a blatant knee- 
jerk reaction feeling to the events (and was that 
Jaqueline being quoted that she "wished they 
had hit the White House", a building filled on 
weekdays with school children on tours and 


government shitworkers galore? What? Are 
more dead going to appease your guilt?). 
Many concerns raised in the letters section 
and the columns/news parts of the magazine 
were very important while some were made 
moot by the time I got the issue. Concerns 
were raised that the U.S. media would do its 
best to whitewash this war on the homefront, 
yet news agencies like CNN, on a daily basis, 
covered racist attacks on '-citizens of 
Arabic/Muslim descent and the horrendous 
plight of the Afghan people. The state of 
Afghanistan's Northern Alliance and the sad 
assassination of its leader Ahmed Shah 
Moussad have been featured in every 
magazine from Rolling Stone and The New 
Yorker to National Geographic. Hell, even the 
Democrats have already shelved the whole "we 
are in this together" crap and are questioning 
the direction of the war while the Republicans 
call them un-patriotic and "just as bad as 
terrorists". What seemed to be a disgusting 
new trend in the USA, extremist patriotism 
brought on by manic grief, has calmed a bit 
and seems headed towards a more logical and 
reasonable overall tone. It only took a month 
or so for dissenting viewpoints to arise in the 
government and that seemed to be a good sign 
and gave me a smattering of hope until 
Attorney General Ashcroft scared the shit out 
of the Senate with threats and warnings of 
further terrorist threats and r ailroaded one of 
the most destructive bills to shred our civil 
liberties in our history into legislation. Even 
this is beginning to come under fire 
immediately, only a week after its inception. 
Anyway it was a great issue, everyone should 
get it, more so if you are unsure of the USA’s 
involvement in the Middle East and abroad. 

One common view I’ve found puzzling in the 
U.S. punk response to today's climate was 
repeated in the MRR editorial, that they did 
not believe that the murdered IJS citizens 
"deserved it". Yet almost every news item and 
columnist in the zine began the same way: "I 
am appalled at the tragic loss of life, 

hut.". But, "we deserved it", go ahead and 

just fucking say it already. This has been 
driven home to the point of extreme overkill 
within the U.S. punk scene. Now, I don’t need 
punk rockers to tell me that the foreign policy 
of the United States has been terrorizing 
states and countries for decades, maybe some 
of you do, that’s fine. But it pisses me off 
when our subculture of punk in the USA 
suddenly forgets that WE have been decrying 
US foreign policy in the Middle East (and 
worldwide) for years, that WE constantly 
claim WE abstain as much as possible from 
the government system that exports military 
destruction and economic strife, wrought with 
the flawed rites of global capitalism, to the 
poor and sick of the world. Yet in some 


misplaced US punk guilt WE take the blame 
for the government WE have always despised, 
and that WE are the ones who "deserved it". 
First off, "you" punks didn't suck up the 
proverbial bullet or systematically staive the 
poorest nations on earth to defend "your" oil 
interests, so shut the fuck up, you had nothing 
to do with it... and second: 

No one fucking deserved it! I come from a 
peace punk background. Punk taught me to 
mourn the death of the innocents and strive to 
stop their continual use as collateral by state 
sponsored war (terrorism), no matter what 
the cause, be it wrong or right in someone's 
twisted view. Many fights lie ahead of us in 
the punk scene, which brings me to my biggest 
worry for "us". The one lingering problem I’ve 
had with the punk response to this situation is 
the fascistic denial of any questioning or 
dissenting views outside the punk norm. 
There was recently a heated so-called 
"debate" at a recent gig. Some found the 
crowd's negative response to the headlining 
bands’ "we deserved it" stage rhetoric to be 
ignorant, claiming these punks to-be "wrapped 
in the flag", etc. The punks were questioning 
the band if they had friends or relatives lost in 
the tragedy....and how would they feel if they 
did. The band ignored these punks and 
continued with half-assed statements (I 
believe Ken Sanderson stated it best as 
"Chomsky-Reader-in-the-tour-van-bullshit") 
and continued revving up the crowd with third 
rate conspiracy rantings. NO discussion, NO 
talk, you’re either with us or the government. 
Sound familiar? There is only one reason why 
the punks felt the need to question the band. 
Not once did the band give any respect or even 
a statement concerning the dead. All we got 
was, "they/we deserved it". The innocents are 
always the ones dying and suffering. This is 
the reason we all oppose wars.. ..and if I am to 
be considered to be "wrapped in the flag" 
because I believe that innocent citizens did 
NOT "deserve it" there’s going to be a fight, my 
peace punk background be damned!!! 

That’s enough on that, I think eveiyone out 
there has their own thoughts on the subject. 
Peace punk got me nowhere anyway, only 
succeeding in making me distrust the "Left" as 
much as the "Right", and eventually leading me 
on the path to where I stand now on global 
politics and politics in general: a belief in total 
nihilism. But one thing I do know for sure; we 
as American punks need to stop turning on 
each other and treating each other like 
enemies in this time of confusion and heart 
wrenching horror, and try to regain some 
semblance of unity in fighting these injustices, 
no matter who commits them, as we have 
always done. Lots of punks I’ve spoken to are 
in an uneasy situation. They decry the 
terrorist violence but can’t grasp the 
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government's well-dispatched propaganda 
towards the War on Terrorism. There is no shame 
in questioning. After all, as has been said many 
times, during war, truth is the first casualty. 

As I said to begin with, my thoughts are still 
fragmented and I have no answers. The punk 
scene is entering a very serious stage and the 
civil rights we have taken for granted have been 
eradicated without much notice. We will be 
watched and monitored and I don’t need to be 
bothered by the punk next to me who feels the 
need to tell me which bands suck or who fucked 
over who. There are more important things to 
be dealt with now. 

Endnotes: 

**Most interesting has been the response from my 
punk friends from other countries. There is no 
"we deserve it" rhetoric from them. Just lots of 
anger and many calls to turn the Middle East into 
a parking lot. Of course these are people who have 
had terrorists extract revenge on the United States 
through the wholesale murder of their countries' 
people in countless bombings, gas attacks, 
hijackings etc, for many, many years. Am I to tell 
them "they deserved it"? I refuse to do that. 

**I can’t get through this issue without having 
some hardcore in the column so I’m going to tiy 
to incorporate some info on smaller, not very 
well known hardcore/grind labels from time to 
time when time permits. My first installment 
will cover one of my favorite label co-operations: 
Braindead/Tortured Flag Records out of 
Fresno/Hanford, California. These kids have 
been actively releasing their own scene's records 
for years now. Most of the bands they release are 
local and all are pretty thrashing, especially the 
new Frankenweenie/XPower ButtX split EP. 
Frankenweenie have remained one of the better 


thrash/grind bands I’ve heard with insane time 
changes and shrieking vocals that rip off heads. 
PowerButt are from Texas and do the same. 
Frankenweenie also shares a great split 7" with 
System Fuk, local kids from Fresno who have 
members of the famous Da Toddlers. We get 
more of the same from System Fuk, furious 
thrashcore, screaming female vocals and a 
penchant for destruction. One last EP I’ll 
mention on these crazy kids' .label is the 
Tron/Hatemail Killerz split 7". Tron is your basic 
one-man grind unit with ample time and a 4 
track. H.Killerz are my new favorite band, 
bulldozer thrash with almost the same line-up as 
System Fuk, I believe, and there is a new 
recording just out too, hell yeah! All these 
releases as well as many others including a Da 
Toddlers' discography are also available on CDR 
and tape, too, which include many extra tracks 
and cool stuff like that, and the EPs are usually 
pretty limited to 300 to 500 pressed. These 
bands and this label co-op are testimony to the 
power of DIY punk. These kids live in the middle 
of nowhere, but that doesn't stop them from 
doing what they want. I see these kids 
occasionally up here, making the four hour drive 
to see shows. These records don’t get the props 
in record reviews a lot, probably 'cuz they don’t 
have hip scensters in the bands, huge label 
production or some similar bullshit, while much 
poorer records get the hype with much less heart 
behind them.

All the columns I have ever written (including 
my old ones in MRR) have been diatribes against a 
trend in punk. I had always wanted to be able to sit 
down and write something about either a personal 
experience, or something about growing up or 
whatnot, but when it comes down to it, it's a 
question of inspiration. What inspires me to write 
something? Why would I want take up space in a 
zine, or how does the readership affect what I write, 
etc.? Once I understood that aspect, I became 
comfortable with the idea of expressing my own 
opinion to whoever might actually read my column... 
instead of an overview of a past experience or 
something. If anything, it's a way to start a forum 
about topics... and that's what punk is about. 

When I was first thinking about writing this 
column, I was dead-set in my ways... and wanted to 
write a scathing tirade about the topic. But as 


usual, over time, my position somewhat softened, 
not only by gaining perspective, but also just 
getting more input from those around me. What 
the hell is this topic? CDs. Yup... that format 
that makes any pessimistic punk who is over 30 
squirm with indignation. "Back in my day..." 
kind of shit. When Tim Yo refused to review CDs 
when they first reared their ugly heads in punk, 
it started a storm of protest. And I did not agree 
with him... you can't stop something like that... 
and pretty soon MRR had to fallin line or face 
missing about 60% of the output of punk. 

Where the hell am I going with all of this? 
Well, first off, I want to let you know the good 
aspects of the CD format. With the 
"convenience" aspect aside, you can fit a shitload 
of music on a CD, or even compile video footage. 
Thus, with the 72+ minute capacity, that makes 
for an awesome format when compiling 
discographies or whatnot. More tunes for the 
buck. That's pretty punk, yeah? Plus the turn 
around time for a CD is around 3 weeks, while 
vinyl can be anywhere from 5-10 weeks. The 
actual processing cost is a fraction of the labor- 
intensive manufacturing of vinyl. New bands can 
drop their music on a CD or CDR themselves, 
and have people hear more of their music for 
less of a cost to the band. 

From a label standpoint, most bands want 
their full length to be on both formats. In my 
own experience, I do whatever the band wants... 
which means putting out CDs. They get to 
people who would prefer to have a more 
convenient format than a 12" vinyl LP, and stores 
prefer them because they can easily display 
them & sell them. 

My own label (625) has put out a shitload of 
CDs, and when I was first approached by bands 
that wanted to have CD-only releases, I was more 
than happy to fill their requests. Over the years, 

I have put out 50+ minute discographies, have 
released CD versions in the US of foreign vinyl (at 
the band's request), and have even put out a few 
CD-only releases (again, at the band's request). 
Yet, this has only made my annoyance for them 
increase. I think vinyl not only sounds better, is 
packaged better, but also is just basically all 
around cooler. But that is my personal opinion, 
and not what this column is about: 

CDs are a scam... straight up. A vinyl 12" 
costs anywhere from 2.25-3.50 to make 
(depending on quantity pressed) while a CD can 
cost as little as 95 cents to make. Hell, a 60- 
minute CD with a full color booklet costs the 
same price as a damn 7" EP! Why the hell do 
CDs go for $9 at punk stores? Because, punk has 
assumed the same price structure/habits as 
other rock stores. Stores will sell CDs for $8-$9, 
even $15, no matter how much they get it for. 
Thus, distros will sell it to the stores for $6, $8 or 
$10.... and where do the labels fit in to this? 
Labels are wholesaling CDs to "punk" distros for 
prices in-between $4 and $8 (sometimes higher, 
even). That's the great punk rock swindle. 


Every middle man (distro, store, etc) adds a 
certain percentage to the price... which means 
you are getting a CD that cost $2 to manufacture 
for $10. And think of the labels that ONLY put 
out CDs... they are making a killing. Now a little 
profit is not bad (think of advertising, supplies, 
promos, etc.)... but we're talking a lot that can be 
made on CDs, especially by the bigger labels that 
put out either classic re-releases, or huge hyped 
bands. 

Why am I writing this now, after 10 years of 
CDs being around? Because there seems to be 
more and more labels who are giving up on vinyl. 
Bands' first releases are straight to CD, and 
labels that once only did vinyl have given it up 
completely. Why? There is no risk involved. So 
the band you are putting out won't sell 100% of 
the copies, but if they sell half, you have a profit... 
no risk. In the long run, you can put out 5 third- 
rate bands on CD instead of 2 LPs of great bands. 
Even if the bands are great, the vinyl release is 
not going to create a huge profit.... after all the 
work and sweat the label did, there's only a small 
profit. And THAT'S HOW IT SHOULD BE. After 
stuffing 3000 records over a weekend and 
knowing that I will probably lose my ass on it, I'm 
doing it for the love of the D.I.Y. scene and to 
support the band. That is the sole reason why a 
label should exist... not to live off the label, not to 
have a business model, not profit. 

I'm not a purist... I do not hate profit... profit 
allows a label to grow, to put out better stuff, to 
advertise, to pay for recording costs, to do things 
that are hard when you first start out, but I'm 
talking about the idea behind the profit...what is 
it being used for, and why it assumed such a 
central role in some label's plans. That's what is, 
at fault. 

So, what can be done? The only thing I can think 
of is shit like this...talk about it, express 

dissatisfaction.make sure that it is in the 

open, called upon, and that the aspects of it are 
known. 

I will continue to release CDs.... every time a 
band asks me to do one, I tell them, "I hate CDs, I 
would prefer to do vinyl, etc." but if they persist, 
then their desires are central in my relationship 
with them. I rationalize that, for every CD I put 
out, I can take the "risk" of putting out five e.p.s 
from bands that no one has heard... and if I sit on 
300 records which don't sell, no big deal. I work a 
crappy day job to feed myself and pay rent, and do 
the label out of my love for the punk scene and out 
of the respect I have for what it has taught me 
about D.I.Y. ethics. This way, I can take the "risk" 
of losing money by supporting bands that I like and 
respect.

Being a teacher is an inspiring, sometimes depressing, always tiring job. 
This sentiment has- magnified considerably since the events of September 
11th. It started out as a normal morning getting ready for work with the 
news on in the background as usual; I usually listen to the top stories (Gaiy 
Condit was a big issue prior to the 11th) and wait for the weather report so I 
can get dressed appropriately. As I’m sure everyone has seen the re-play of 
the attack over and over, I won’t recap the horrific scene, but I will say that 
school that day was veiy strange. Students were scared, confused, sad, and 
angry. Needless to say, my lesson plans went out the window as I attempted 
to educate and counsel all ISO of my students—not an easy task. We 
listened to KPFA all day, and watched the news on TV. 

This event has had an incredible impact on everyone. There was a 
shooting at my school (no students were hurt) a couple of weeks later and 
despite the fact that our campus was on lockdown, it didn’t have too big of 
an impact on the students. As one of my 10th graders put it, "With 
everything else that’s going on, it’s just not a big deal." Veiy strange, yet 
strangely understandable. 

Appalling racism has been cropping up on our campus, as it has around 
the county, as a result of the 11th. One of our students was nearly beaten to 
a pulp (it got broken up before blood was shed, although the saliva and 
shoving were rampant) for wearing a t-shirt that read "Afghan Pride." The 


student who wore the shirt tried to explain to his attackers that he was 
showing solidarity and support for the family members and friends he has 
that could possibly be dead in Afghanistan; he tried to explain that he hated 
the Taliban, too, for what they had done to his people. The students who did 
the harassment and intimidation had been involved in other acts of racism 
and intimidation prior to this and of course completely disregarded what 
the student said. They got a slap on the wrist; the victim was told to not 
wear the shirt to school anymore. Several of us teachers confronted our 
administration and told them that by not condemning the action, they were 
condoning it. Our next step is going to our union and if we still don’t get 
satisfactoiy results, the ACLIT. Thank god for tenure... 

However, it’s at times like these that I’m glad I do what I do for a living. 
I’m glad I have the opportunity to fight against injustice and inequality. I’m 
not naive enough to think that the system will radically change, but if I can 
teach a high school course titled "Rebels, Resistance, and Revolution," take 
kids to AK Press, and have friends teach students how to book table, isn’t 
that a small step in the right direction?, There are many other teachers 
working for change in a grassroots manner, as well. I really enjoy my job. I 
really enjoy my students. They inspire me and contrary to what the popular 
media says about kids, I’m hopeful. 

Chris Boarts is the focus of my column this issue. Her writing is a 
source of inspiration to myself and many others; I interviewed her over the 
summer. Chris is the editor of the long-running Slug and Lettuce fanzine, 
which has become a staple in the punk and hardcore community. The zine is 
a wonderful, eclectic mix of Chris’ excellent personal writing and 
photography, a garden variety of columns which cover myr iad themes, well- 
informed reviews, and classifieds which many use to garner information 
about everything from lost friends to where to eat/hang out when traveling to 
even tracking down a long searched for record or band or person. Slug and 
Lettuce has truly become a guide for many and is an indispensable source of 
stimulation. Christine has now expanded her repertoire to a monthly column 
in MRR. Although I’ve been reading her zine and corresponding with her for 
quite a few years, I only recently met Chris in person when she was visiting 
California last year. She was just as kind and committed as her columns 
make her out to be. She did a "how to do a book table" presentation, along 
with Karoline and Robert Collins, for some students of mine in my classroom.

LET’S START WITH THE INEVITABLE INTERVIEW 
QUESTION: NAME, RANK AND DUTY? 

BERND: First of all I want to say, that 
these answers only reflect my opinions - 
not the opinions of the whole band. All 
right, I'm Bernd the singer and one of 
the two remaining founding members. STACK 
was formed in December 1993» when my now 
ex-girlfriend Corey - she played bass - 
and I wanted to do something else music 
wise then the stuff we did with the band 
we were playing in at that time: 
ABOLITION. So we asked Ralf - he is still 
druntning for STACK - and a student- 
colleague of mine called Marcel - he 
played guitar -, if they would like to 
form a band. Then a couple weeks later 
ABOLITION split up and we decided to do 
STACK "full-time". Another few weeks 
later Chris - he also played guitar in 
NYCTQPHQBIC - joined in, so we were a 5 
piece from now on. In April '94 we 
started playing shows and in May we 
recorded our demo - 800 copies were sold. 
Two songs from that demo appeared on the 
"No Desire to Continue Living" 10" comp, 
and on the "Plot" LP compilation. It took 
another year before we entered the studio 
again to record the songs for the split 
7"s with SEEIN'RED and CAPITALIST 
CASUALTIES. Those releases helped us a 
lot to get more known in the so called 
"hardcore-scene". In June »95 Corey left 
the band and was replaced by a guy who' s 
called Bernd as well. He stayed for like 
5 months and left the band in January 
'96. He was replaced by a guy called 
Michael. From now on we had the most 
tight line up and played tons of shows 
and toured with bands like SEEIN'RED (we 
toured like 4 times with those guys), 

DROP DEAD, CAROL, HYPOCRITICAL SOCIETY 
and EBOLA, or did weekend-trips with 
whatever band that was touring. In 
September 1996 we recorded the songs for 
our 7" called "Mondonervaktion", the 6" 
called "Selbstfin-dungsgruppe", the split 
7" with CAROL and two songs for the "A 
Tradition of..." 7" comp. In January 1997 
we entered the studio again to record the 
songs for our split 7" with NARSAAK 
(R.I.P). After a three week tour in the 
summer of '-98 Marcel left the band and we 
were a four piece for a few months before 
we split-up in November '98 due to 
personal difficulties that became a 
nightmare to me. Up to that point we had 
played close to 150 shows in almost very 
European country. After the split, Ralf, 
Chris and Michael had another band going 
called PRONE. They have a s/t 10". They 
split up due to personal reasons as well 
and we decided to reform STACK in July 
*99 with a new bass-player called 
Steffen, Ralf on drums, Chris on guitar 
and me on vocals. After the first split I 
also joined another band in December '98 
called FEAR IS THE PATH TO THE DARK SIDE, 
and we have a 7" out. Our bass player 
Steffen is also in FEAR IS... but is 
playing guitar there. Complicated? 

Well... 

IS STACK IN FULL FORCE AGAIN? YOU WERE 
SORT OF REINCARNATED DIDN'T YOU? 


B: I can answer both questions with 
"yes". After we came back together in 
June '99. Chris left the band again for a 
couple of months in May 2000 and Steffen 
took over the guitar and we asked a 
friend that was sort of a long time fan 
of the band to join in. He found out that 
he like it more to listen to the music 
then to play it, so it didn't work out. 
But we wanted to record the last songs we 
had and weren't recorded yet. So we asked 
Chris if he would like to do the guitar 
tracks. He did it and he stayed in the 
band. The recordings took place December, 
2000. The stuff is out as a the "Konkret 
Lichtgesch-windigkeit" 12" on SIX WEEKS 
Rees, in the US and in 10" format in 
Europe on my label SCORCHED EARTH POLICY 
and Half's label FLOWER VIOLENCE Rees.. 
There is also a CD that includes the new 
stuff and all the rest of our studio 
sessions....-> "44 x Thrashcore". We just 
came back form a tour to Sweden that was 
a lot of fun, but lots of driving as 
well. Kids are very young there at shows, 
so I felt pretty old with my 33 years. 
We're gonna play a couple of festivals 
this summer, so yes, everything is going 
good right now. 

WHAT'S THE OIL THAT KEEPS STACK'S MOTOR 
RUNNING? 

B: There are different aspects of course 
and I think priorities have changed over 
the years. I never really realized how 
much that band meant to me before we 
split up in '98. I guess people who are 
in bands or have been in bands or similar 
"constructions" that mean or meant a lot 
to them can relate to those feelings. To 
give you a little more insight: we split 
up cause my girlfriend at that point of 
time thought she was in love with the 
bass player, and they ended up being 
together for like 3 or 4 days. Then she 
found out she misinterpreted her 
feelings. Me and her were back together, 
but Michael didn't want to be in the band 
anymore. And the two other guys didn't 
want to keep on doing STACK and formed a 
new band with Michael. When PRONE split 
up for the first time and the others were 
into reforming STACK - you can pretty 
much describe that as some sort of panic- 
reaction on their side - I though it 
could be like before, when the band would 
be back together. I though it would help 
to make the pain go away, or whatever 
that came along with all that shit. My 
emotional life (actually my whole life) 
had turned into a soap-opera and I was 
suffering from manic depressions. Pretty 
shitty emo crap, huh?' Well, I pretty 
much used my other band FEAR IS 
blablabla... to assimilate, digest, 
repress this trauma in the meantime. When 
I think back - in the beginning the band 
was like a vehicle to get across ideas 
that I would describe as a mix between 
political ideas, theories and personal 
stuff. Also to play live, to tour, to 
meet people and shit...all the regular 
stuff I guess that comes along with being 
in a band. I also wanted to be in a band 
that is fast and brutal as fuck and I 


guess we managed that at least to my 
standards. I mean there is hardly a 
better feeling then screaming to some 
brutal fucking noise that comes from 
amplifiers and drums. Reflecting about 
present motivations - they are more or 
less the same, but more motivated by the 
hope to reach balance in my emotional 
life by doing something that helped me in 
the past to be happy. 

DOES EVERY BAND MEMBER CONTRIBUTE LYRICS 
AND MUSIC OR IS THERE A COLLECTIVE OF 
SONGWRITERS WHICH BACKS YOU UP? 

B: Well, in the beginning Corey also 
wrote some lyrics, but when she left it 
was only me writing the lyrics. I gave 
them to the'others to check back, but we 
never had any discussions about the 
contents. As for the music, everybody 
contributes to the structure of a song. 

DO YOU THINK LYRICS CAN ACTUALLY CHANGE 
SOMETHING IN PEOPLE OR DO YOU SEE IT AS A 
GOOD OPPORTUNITY TO VENTILATE OPINIONS 
AND GET RID OF FRUSTRATIONS? 

B: I would answer both parts of the 
question with "yes!". Concerning part one 
of the question: Change is relative term 
like everything in social contexts - and 
everybody gives you a different 
interpretation about what "real" change 
is and what isn't. Like, for example, I 
guess I would have never become vegan if 
I wouldn't have gotten in contact with 
people's writings or lyrics about that 
topic. Or been sensitized about other 
things. I've been listening to Punk rock 
since 1982 when I first heard bands like 
SEX PISTOLS or DEAD KENNEDYS, but it took 
me until like '88 before I started to 
really get interested in bands' lyrics - 
so that took some time. Then I did a 
fanzine, got in contact with more people 
in the "scene", read a lot and started' to 
use my mental capacities more and more. I 
started to study and learned a lot about 
System Theory, Communication Theory or 
Postmodernism. This knowledge became 
contents of my lyrics and those lyrics 
triggered like two of my best friends now 
to get into this stuff as well, and they 
wrote lyrics about that stuff and it had 
an impact on their outlook on life. That 
had also influence on my daily life. So I 
changed - you can also call it growing 
up. Well, these are changes on a personal 
level. I'm not talking about social 
changes on a bigger level. I'm talking 
about Europe or the western hemisphere - 
not about that things like this have a 
heavy impact on situations in other parts 
of this world, where people have other 
problems then if their band is fast and 
brutal or not or if they live vegan. 

Maybe another focus. This knowledgeabout 
Communication and System Theory held me 
back putting blame on my ex, when all 
this shit happened with the split up of 
the band. And maybe putting the blame on 
others can help to get over a pretty 
heavy situation faster. I don't want to 
judge, if that's right in a moral way, 
but sometimes when I was crawling on the 
floor I wished that I would have never 









heard about that stuff so that I could 
blame somebody to get rid of the burden. 

I hope that makes sense to you - positive 
personal change can also be a burden in 
other situations. ’Cause my pretty 
rational and academic thinking was in a 
constant fight with my emotions. About 
the second part of the question: (letting 
rid of frustrations can be very positive. 
We all have to deal with frustrations and 
we have to handle them. And to voice your 
option can be very positive, too. 
Sometimes people don't agree with those 
opinions, but well - that's another 
story. It's a fact that you have to 
repress certain things or elements of 
contexts, otherwise it can be very self- 
destructive. A good mix between working 
on things and repression would be cool, 
but sometimes it doesn't work out and 
people only push problems away. But then 
again: this doesn't necessarily means 
that they are ignorant. Maybe they never 
experienced that they are able to change 
things on a certain level. But then 
again: there are people that are ignorant 
of cause. Well, I guess almost everybody 
has made similar experiences. 

THE READERS WOULD PROBABLY LIKE TO KNOW 
EVERYTHING SO IS THERE A MOMENT THAT WAS 
ABSOLUTELY THE WORST MOMENT YOU 
ENCOUNTERED WITH THE BAND? 

B: I guess from reading the other answers 
it was definitely the split up. I'd 


worked my ass off for that band and felt 
unconscious and powerless when all that 
happened. All my "skills" to release 
records, getting shows and tours 
together, to manage things - all my 
abilities came to an end. Seeing PRONE 
playing some of the songs that were done 
in the last phase of STACK had hurt like 
shit. The band went through some 
problems, but nothing compared to this 
climax of pain. 

WHAT WAS THE WEIRDEST THING EVER 
OCCURRED? 

B: Well, I can't think of anything really 
weird. There were a lot of positive 
things, or things that happened that 
touched me on an emotional level. I hope 
this is not to personal but like: I've 
been a big fan of SEEIN'RED for years, 
and we toured with those guys a couple of 
times, and at the end of one tour Paul 
shed some tears when we had to say good¬ 
bye. I mean - there was this guy - almost 
40 years old and I was part of something 
- actually the band - that was able to 
give him new inspirations. I think that 
was one of the best moments I had with 
being in this band, worth more than sold 
records or whatever. It was also cool to 
hear that we and DROP DEAD inspired them 
to play fast again. Another cool thing 
was that Ben/Drop Dead did a US pressing 
of our 7"» 'cause to me it was one 
element of my personal definition of what 


this is all about. We helped them over 
here and he helped us in the US. 

CAN YOU SHINE A LIGHT ON THE SCENE IN 
GERMANY? WHO'S DOING WHAT WITH WHOM AND 
WHERE? SORT OF A MINI-SCENE REPORT. ' 

B: Just yesterday I saw COSTAS CAKE HOUSE 
and they kicked ass. The new stuff sounds 
a lot different compared to their split 
7". Sort of like MORSER - they also have 
two bass-players now. There is a band 
called THE KINETIC CRASH COOPERATION - 
they have a demo-cdr and they sound a 
little bit like THE LOCUST. There is a 
band called WINSTON that sounds a lot 
like the SWING KIDS and they have a 7"• 
Ralf and Steffen from STACK have a 
project with two guys from NYCTQPHQBIC 
called MY OWN LIES and it sounds like a 
mix between their other bands/projects 
CHOREA, DIAVOLO ROSSO and PRONE. They 
have a demo out and a split 7" with 
another new band called HOUSES IN TEXAS 
that is also in the MORSER liga. Some 
people from ex-DEAD BEAT have a new band 
going that sounds pretty much like a mix 
between DEAD BEAT, CAVITY and other slow 
and heavy shit. They don't have a name 
yet. That's it about pretty new band. If 
you read this mag or similar zines I 
guess you already know about bands like Y 
from Berlin for example or MORSER or 
SYSTRAL anyway.

A LOT OF THINGS IN GERMANY. DO YOU 
ENCOUNTER INFLUENCES OF THAT IN DAILY 
LIFE? 

B: Well, I don’t encounter personal 
influences in my daily life from actions 
by right wing parties, more from 16-26 
year old kids/people that attack the 
Youth Center in Mannheim, (where we put 
on shows) with bottles or molotov- 
cocktails. But that's nothing new; there 
has been trouble like this all the time. 
It has been more then one time where I 
had been involved in defending a show 
against "fascists". Friends of mine had 
been attacked and beaten up by fascists 
in the streets - lucky enough that it 
didn't happen to me so far. 

MUSICALLY, THINGS KEEP COMING BACK AFTER 
YEARS, MOSTLY WITH A SLIGHTLY NEW JACKET. 
DO YOU THINK THAT THE MORE EXTREME MUSIC 
WILL EVER HIT ANY BOUNDARIES? HOW MUCH 
MORE EXTREME CAN THINGS GET? 

B; I guess there are different aspects to 
be considered here. Take a band like 
DILLINGER ESCAPE PLAN. I think their 
music is pretty extreme and they are good 
musicians—or BOTCH, same thing here. 

They are not fast, but they are extreme 
at some moments and it took them some 
time to develop their style, but I guess 
they will go one copying themselves from 
now on - just a hypothesis. And I don't 


think that is something bad or to be 
abhorred. As long as I like it I don't 
have any problem with it and even if I 
wouldn't like it: it's not to much of a 
big deal. Another band that I totally dig 
right now is THE BLACK HAND from Canada. 

I mean they don't do anything new 
musically (take some HIS HERO IS GONE, 
CATHARSIS, lots of DISMEMBER and 
ENTOMBED), but they have a sound that I 
would describe as perfect due to the fact 
that it sounds natural and the atmosphere 
it transports makes me go ape and I get 
goose-flesh. And as long as I have a good 
feeling listen to a band I don't give a 
shit, if they sound like a "best of- 
riffs" band. Or take DEATHREAT - nothing 
new musicwise, but they kick ass due to a 
brutal sound and using riffs that you 
heard somewhere else before million 
times, but they fit together perfectly. 

Or take CAPITALIST CASUALTIES, a band 
that I dig since their first 7". They 
still do the same stuff more or less, but 
you find some cool new breaks or riffs on 
every new release. There is no such thing 
as an order to be creative as fuck or to 
set new standards to be considered a real 
hardcore band. That would be competition 
bullshit. Not everybody can have 
DILLINGER EP's skills and or drum as fast 
and precise as the drummer for NASUM. 
Talking about NASUM, their last record 
had a huge influence on NAPALM DEATH'S 


new record - just count the grind parts, 
hahaha. And NASUM are doing the shit now 
that ND did like 12 years ago. I don't 
think it's a problem at all, as long as 
it's done good and you like it. I mean: 
it shouldn't actually be a problem at 
all, if you don't like a specific band. I 
guess TERRORIZERS' "World downfall" or 
INFEST's "Slave" would sound more brutal 
when it would have been recorded today, 
then 10 years ago. So: the steps these 
days are smaller, but there will always 
be bands that you will consider the most 
extreme band you ever heard - just until 
the next one comes around the corner. 

ANY LAST COMMENTS? 

B: Thanks to you for doing this 
interview. I hope there will be a lot of 
issues of SFL in the future, 'cause it's 
a cool mag and is done by nice people, as 
far as I know them.

LISTENS RECORDS THAT OVER TIME YOU MAY LEARN TO LIKE

CONTRAST THERE ARE ALSO RECORDS THAT BLOW YOU AWAY AS 
SOON AS THE MUSIC STARTS FLOWING OUT OF THE SPEAKERS. 
THE DEBUT 7" BY LANA DAGAALES WAS ONE OF THE LATTER. AS 
SOON AS I HEARD THAT JET-ENGINE BASS START RUMBUNG, 
THOSE FRENETIC DRUMS START POUNDING AND ALL THE 
DEMENTED SCREAMING, I KNEW I WAS A FAR BEFORE MY 
NEEDLE HAD TRACKED ALL THE WAY ACROSS SIDE ONE I KNEW I 
WANTED TO DO AN INTERVIEW 

1 TRY TO AVOID ASKING FOR HISTORY LESSONS AS MUCH AS I 
CAN BUT CONSIDERING LANA DAGALES ONLY HAS ONE 7" OUT IT 
PROBABLY MAKES SENSE TO GET A LITTLE BACKGROUND ON THE 
BAND... 

GREG: WELL, ETAY AND I MET EACH OTHER AROUND 
THE END OF '97. ETAY HAD JUST MADE IT TO CA 
AFTER TOURING WITH HIS PREVIOUS BAND NEKHEI 
NAATZA; THEY WERE A GREAT ISRAEU HARDCORE 
BAND WHICH IS NOW DYSFUNCTIONAL. WE PRETTY 
MUCH STARTED TO JAM OFF AND ON FOR QUITE SOME 
TIME IN HOPES OF FINDING A GUITAR PLAYER WHO 
WAS INTERESTED IN JAMMING. PROBABLY AROUND 
THE MIDDLE OF '98, WE DECIDED THAT FINDING A 
GUITAR PLAYER THAT WOUU) WORK OUT WASN'T 
GOING TO HAPPEN ANY TIME SOON SO THE BEST 
THING IS TO WORK WITH OUR RESOURCES. AROUND 
THIS SAME TIME, WE FOUND EMELYE WHO WOULD

OF '98 WE RECORDED A DEMO TOGETHER WHICH 
NEVER REALLY MADE IT OUT TOO FAR ‘CAUSE BY THE

TURNED IN A NEW DIRECTION. SHE DECIDED TO 
RELOCATE TO VIRGINIA WHERE SHE WAS GOING TO 
START COLLEGE. IT WAS A CLEAN BREAK UP AND 
THERE WERE NO HARD FEEUNGS. NOW I WAS STUCK 
DOING VOCALS—AGAIN, THIS TREND SEEMS TO

LIKE DOING THEM, BUT I JUST WANTED TO FOCUS ON

NOISE. THUS, THE STORY CONTINUES... 

DO YOU THINK IF FUNDAMENTALLY CHANGED THE SOUND OF THE 
BAND TO 


GO FROM A FEMALE VOCALIST TO A MALE ONE? 

GREG: YES AND NO. EMELYE SANG LOW END WHERE 
AS I SING MORE OF A MID RANGE. ALSO, WE TOOK A 
SMALL BREAK FROM SHOWS AFTER SHE LEFT. THIS 
GAVE US TIME TO SIT BACK AND WRITE NEW 
MATERIAL BEFORE PLAYING OUT AGAIN. AFTER OUR 
SMALL BREAK FROM SHOWS, WE WOUND UP WITH 
SHORTER AND FASTER SONGS, WHEREAS BEFORE, WE 
HAD A SMALL HINT OF SLUDGE TO OUR SOUND. I 
GUESS THE LAST SONG ON THE BOREDOM NOISE 
RECORD DOES AS WELL, ALTHOUGH NOT AS SLOW AS 
BEFORE. 

I’M SURE YOU GET SICK OF PEOPLE ASKING BUT WHAT IS THE 
STORY BEHIND THE BAND'S NAME? IT'S NOT YOUR TYPICAL 
"TOUGH HARDCORE" KINDANAME. 

GREG: LANA DAGALES IS A WORD WE LEARNED 
THROUGH A VIDEO SO WE ARE NOT SURE THAT THE 
CARRY OVER IS CORRECT IN SPELLING SINCE THIS 
WAS NOT WRITTEN DOWN IN ENGLISH. IT WAS 
ACTUALLY AN IROQUOI WORD WHICH TRANSLATES TO 
"DESTROYER OF TOWN". THIS WAS A WORD USED IN 
SPITE OF EARLY PRESIDENTIAL LEADERS LIKE 
WASHINGTON, WHO WAS A GENERAL WHEN HE 
ACQUIRED THIS NAME, JACKSON AND JEFFERSON. 

(LAUGHS) SO IT IS A TYPICAL HARDCORE NAME... JUST NOT IN 
ENGLISH! I ASSUME IT IS PRONOUNCED THE WAY IT IS SPELLED 
SINCE YOU WERE TRYING TO TRANSLATE IT TO ENGLISH? 

GREG: YEAH, PRETTY MUCH 

IT USED TO BE THAT TWO-PIECE BANOS 
WERE SEEN AS "GIMMICK" BANOS. DO 
YOU THINK THEY ARE NOW BEING 
SEEN AS MORE "LEGITIMATE" 

BY PEOPLE IN THE 
UNDERGROUND? 

GREG: I THINK SO. THE 
FUNNY THING IS, YOU 
LOOK AT BANDS UKE THE 
RUINS WHO STARTED IN 
THE LATE'80S AND 
GODSTOMPER (MID '90S) AND 
OTHER BANDS WHO ONLY 
HAVE 2 INSTRUMENTS AND A 
FRONT MAN UKE (EARLY) 

AGENTS OF SATAN AND 
DISCORDANCE 

AXIS... 



PLUS MANY MORE I CAN’T THINK OF RIGHT NOW. IT 
SEEMS UKE THERE ARE MORE PEOPLE WHO PLAY 
INSTRUMENTS OUT THERE IN THE SCENE. THIS (MY 
THEORY AT LEAST), HAS CAUSED PEOPLE TO PAY 
ATTENTION TO THE MUSICIANSHIP OF A SONG AND 
NOT JUST HOW CATCHY A RIFF IS. SINCE THERE IS 
ONLY TWO PEOPLE, THIS FORCES THESE BANDS TO 
REALLY WORK THEIR INSTRUMENTS (FOR THOSE

GREG: YES, THIS WAS JUST A KICK IN THE PANTS TO 
GET ME MOVING. I KNEW THAT EVENTUALLY I 
WOULD WANT TO PUT OUT BANDS THAT I WAS 
FRIENDS WITH AND REALLY ENJOYED. 

IS THIS THE FIRST TIME YOU HAVE DONE A LABEL? 

GREG: YERI AM STILL A ROOKIE. I HAVE TO THANK 
JON FROM SATAN'S PIMP RIGHT HERE FOR HELPING 


ME OUT WITH NUMEROUS CONTACT NUMBERS AS 
WELL AS VERY GOOD ADVICE ALONG THE WAY IT 
HAS HELPED ME OUT TREMENDOUSLY! THANKS JON!!! 

SO WHAT HAVE BEEN THE HARDEST AND EASIEST THINGS ABOUT 
DOING IT?

IS RECEIVING THE FINAL PRODUCT! GIVING THE BAND 
THEIR SHARE! HEARING A BAND THAT YOU REALLY 
WANT TO PUT OUT SAY, "YEAH, WE ARE COMPLETELY 
INTO DOING SOMETHING"! TRADING YOUR RECORDS 
WITH OTHER LABELS FOR THEIRS—YOU COME 
ACROSS SOME AMAZING RELEASES THAT WAY! GOING 
TO THE P.O. BOX AND FINDING MAIL THERE! THESE 
EASY THINGS ARE WHAT MAKE THE CONCEPT OF A 
RECORD LABEL TIME CONSUMING, YET WORTHWHILE! 

HOW FAR ALONG IS THE 7" FOR SATAN’S PIMP RECORDS? 

GREG: WELL, IT IS GETTING PUSHED ALONG, WE ARE 
HOPING TO SEE IT WITHIN THE NEXT 3-6 MONTHS. 
THINGS ARE STILL IN THE AIR, JON WOULD BE THE 
ONE TO TALK TO ABOUT THAT. I DO KNOW THAT 
THERE ARE A NUMBER OF RELEASES THAT NEED TO 
HIT DAYLIGHT BEFORE THE LANA DAGALES 7" GOES

BREAKING NEWS... FULL LENGTH ALBUM COMING 
UP ON SLAP A HAM SOMETIME IN 2002) 

HOW WOULD YOU COMPARE YOUR OTHER BAND 
BRAINOIL TO LANA DAGALES? 

GREG: BRAINOIL IS PRETTY MUCH 
EVERYTHING LANA DAGALES IS NOT 
WHERE LANA DAGALES IS SHORT AND 
SPED UP HARDCORE, BRAINOIL IS 
SLOW TO MID TEMPO HEAVY ROCK/

HETEROSEXUAL GUYS WITH MONEY YELLING ABOUT RACE, SEXUAL IDENTITY, GENDER ROLES

MAKING MORE OF A DIFFERENCE THAN fl BAND WHO SIGHS TO A MULTINATIONAL LABEL BUT THEIR 
MESSAGE REACHES MILLIONS? LET'S ASSUME THE TWO BANDS HAVE A SIMILAR MESSAGE... 

ANDY: WELL, FIRSTLY, I HAVE TO SRY THAT WHILST I UNDERSTAND YOUR REASONING BEHIND 
THE QUESTION, I FIND IT UTTERLY IRRELEVANT ON THE WHOLE (IN ABSOLUTE CONTRADICTION TO 
MY USE OF THE QUOTE FROM GENERIC ABOVE). EVERYONE'S MET BANOS WITH A STRONG 
MESSAGE THAT WERE EITHER WANKERS OR LIARS (OR BOTH) ANO EVERYONE KNOWS BANDS 
WHO DON'T HAVE AH OVERT MESSAGE, BUT ARE REALLY NICE, HIGHLY INTELLIGENT AND LIVE 
BY THE IDEALS AND QUALITIES THAT MOST OF THE PUNK MOVEMENT IN EUROPE (EAST AND 
WEST), I REALLY CAN'T SPEAK FOR THE REST OF THE GLOBE, ASPIRE TO PROMOTE / FOLLOW. 
PRINCESS DIANA DID MORE FOR THE CAUSE OF RAISING AWARENESS ON LAND MINES THAN A 
PREVIOUS BAND I WAS IN THAT HAD A SONG ABOUT THIS TOPIC. I'M NOT MUCH OF A DIY 
ZEALOT; I TRY LIVE MY LIFE AS BEST AS I CAN AND AS TRUE TO MY PRINCIPLES AS I CAN. HOW 
ANYONE ELSE CHOOSES TO LIVE IS ENTIRELY THEIR RESPONSIBILITY. I DON'T WANT TO BE A 
MARKETED PRODUCT RND I DON'T WANT MY MUSIC TO BE A MARKETEO PRODUCT. IF SOMEONE 
ELSE DOES, SO BE IT, I WON’T MAKE A BIG OEAL OUT OF IT, JUST DON'T EXPECT MY SUPPORT. 
WHEN A MESSAGE IS PART OF THE PRODUCT BEING BOUGHT INTO, HOW MUCH DIFFERENCE DOES 
THAT MAKE? SEVERAL THOUSAND KIDS IN R A.T.M. SHIRTS BOUNCING UP AND DOWN SINGING 
"FUCK YOU, I WON'T DO WHAT YOU TELL ME" IH UNISON WON'T BRING CAPITALISM CRASHING 
DOWN TO ITS KNEES, NEITHER WILL OWNING A CONFLICT LP, THOUGH THE LATTER BANDS FANS 
USED TO BE NOTORIOUS FflR FUCKING SHIT UP AFTER GIGS IN THE UK. OVERLY SINCERE 
ANSWERS TO THE OLO, "IS IT THE MUSIC OR THE LYRICS THAT ARE MORE IMPORTANT IN YOUR 
BAND" QUESTION I SEE RAISED IN MANY FANZINES MAKES ME LAUGH OUT LOUD. FACE IT, NO 
ONE WANTS TO BE IN A CRAP BAND. EVEN THE MOST ARDENT OF CONCERNEO FOR-THE STATE- 
OF-THE-WORLD TYPES DON'T LISTEN TO BANDS WHO SUCK. I HATE CRASS, I LOVE THE 
SHANGRI-LAS, IT'S AS SIMPLE AS THAT. EVERY TIME I'VE BEEN INVOLVED IN MILITANT LEFT OF 
CENTRE POLITICS, THE OTHER ACTIVISTS HAVE USUALLY NEVER HEARD OF HELLNATION OR 
ANTISECT, WHEREAS I THINK A LOT OF HAROCORE KIDS ARE MORE CONCERNED WITH GETTING 
THE ATOMIC DUNG SLINGER 13" ON SNOT GREEN VINYL. AS I SAIO, I THINK THAT THIS 
QUESTION IS FAIRLY IRRELEVANT, THOUGH YOU DON'T NEED TO BE WELL VERSED IN 
SITUATIONIST THEORY OR PUNK ROCK POLITICS TO SEE THE LARGE DISTANCE BETWEEN BANDS 
LIKE CHUMBAWAMBA'S THEORY AND PRACTICE GRP. BANOS SHOULD ROCK. BANDS SHOULD 
TRY TO BE AS LEAST HYPOCRITICAL AS POSSIBLE. MUSIC IS FIRST AND FOREMOST 
ENTERTAINMENT ANO IF YOU ARE SERIOUS ABOUT YOUR MUSIC BEING A PERSONAL 
EXPRESSION, THEN YOUR WORLDLY CONCERNS SHOULD BE APPARENT TO A DEGREE, WHETHER 
IT'S STONY FACED SYNDICALISM OR A LOVE OF COLLECTING POLISHED DOG TURDS. 

&U KRYBLI WOULD THINK THAT R UH OF HANDS, PR08R81Y EVEN SHANK, SRY WHAT THEY 
SRY THE WAY THEY SAY IT NOT ONLY AS SELF-EXPRESSION BUT RS UN ATTEMPT TO EDUCATE 
PEOPLE OR CONVINCE PEOPLE TO SHARE THRT POINT OF VIEW. WHEN WE START GETTING 
INVOLVED WITH TBY1NG TO FIGURE OUT WHO IS OR IS NOT BEIH6 HYPOCRITICAL THEN WE'RE 
DANGEROUSLY CLOSE TO THE ENDLESS ANGER-POINTING AND SHIHAIXING THRT INFESTS PUNK 
ROCK UKE R DISEASE. I DARESAY WE ARE AU HYPOCRITICAL IN SOME WRY OR ANOTHER. 

ANDY: IT’S NOT REALLY FOR ANYONE TO SAY WHO IS OR ISN'T SINCERE/ HYPOCRITICAL IN 
MOST CASES, I AGREE, THEN WE JUST GET INTO THAT WHOLE CYCLE WHERE PEOPLE DON'T 
LOOK AT WHRT’S REALLY BEING SAID AND JUST TRY AND ENDLESSLY PICK FAULTS, NO MATTER 
HOW INCONSEQUENTIAL THEY ARE. IF I DISCOVERED A CURE FOR CANCER, I WOULD NEITHER 
KEEP IT IN A DIY 7" SO AS NOT TO POLLUTE IT'S MESSAGE OR SIGN UP TO A MAJOR LABEL TO 
GET IT OUT TO RS MANY PEOPLE AS POSSIBLE; THAT WHOLE WIDER AUDIENCES AND WATERED 
OOWH POLITICS IS fl DEAD END ARGUMENT AS FAR AS I'M CONCERNED. EDUCATING PEOPLE? 
MAYBE, I DON'T THINK I'M SO SELF-ASSURED IN MY OPINIONS THAT THEY'LL BE ANY GREAT 
REVELATION TO PEOPLE. I GUESS "DEAD BOOIES ARE $0 COOL’’ WAS AN ATTEMPT TO LET THE 
GORE END OF THE SCENE KNOW I THINK THEY'RE RETARDED, "DEALING IN ABSTRACTS”

PUNK ROCK CARD KICKING THE SHIT OUT OF THEIR SEXUAL PARTNERS ANO THUS RETAINING 
THEIR OWN INADEQUATE HIERARCHIES. THERE ARE TWO IMMEDIATE PROBLEMS WITH 
POLITICIZED MUSIC I CAN THINK OF. THE FIRST IS THAT SOME PEOPLE ASSUME THEY'RE MUCH 
SMARTER THAN THEY ARE ANO OEAL WITH SUBJECTS THEY HAVE NO PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE OF 
AND, SECONDLY, SOME PEOPLE OFTEN SEEM TO BELIEVE THAT THEY AND THEY ALONE HOLD THIS 
AMAZING KNOWLEDGE AND NO ONE WILL EVER FIND IT OUTSIOE Of THE PUNK SCENE. I THINK 
IT'S GREAT TO FIND BANDS THAT HOLD SIMILAR IDEALS TO YOUR OWN, EVERY KID WHO LIVES 
IN THE MIDDLE OF NOWHERE KNOWS HOW IMPORTANT IT IS TO DISCOVER THAT THEY AREN’T 
ALONE IN AN UNCARING WORLO. I LOVE THAT, I REALLY DO, BUT IT'S GREAT TO FIND THOSE 
IDEALS IN THE OUTSIDE WORLO, TOO. I WAS PRIVY TO A TRULY INSPIRING CONVERSATION AT 
THE HOMELESS CENTRE I WORK IN ABOUT ETHICAL SHOPLIfTING AND IT WAS GENUINELY 
HEARTFELT AND RIGHTEOUS AND NOT COMING FROM MY DEAR FRIENDS CATHARSIS IN THE 
MIDDLE OF A SWEATY PUNK GIG. ANO EVERYONE'S A HYPOCRITE; I'M CONTRADICTING MYSELF 
CONSTANTLY IN THIS INTERVIEW. TO ME THERE'S SOME KIND OF SUBLIME BEAUTY IN FINDING 
SOME KIND OF TRUTH IN OPPOSING ARGUMENTS OFTEN CONTAINED WITHIN THE SAME PERSON.

ANDY: YES, WE'RE SICK OF IT; DIO YOU GET UPSET ABOUT "HUMAN «GARBAGE", TOO? 

SF*L: UH. NO. (LAUGHING) 

ANDY: AND YOU SAID, "BITCH" WOMYN HATING BASTARD BUT, IN ALL SERIOUSNESS, I'M 
28 AND THE 8ABY IN SHANK SO THERE'S A FAIRLY GOOD LAW OF AVERAGES THAT SAYS A LOT 
OF OUR FRIENDS HAVE CHILDREN... HELL, EVEN MY PARENTS HAVE KIDS. I DIDN'T WRITE THE 
ESSAY, BUT I CAME UP WITH THE COVER, AS A TOTAL JOKE REALLY AND JAMIE DID THE

JESUS, IT WOULD APPEAR; NOT A GOOD REASON FOR HAVING KIDS REALLY, IF IT'S ONLY TO 
FILL A PERCEIVED GAP IN A PERSONS LIFE. I THINK THE HETEROSEXUAL COMMUNITY THAT 
CHOOSES NOT TO BREED CAN LEARN A LOT FROM THE GAY COMMUNITY'S TALK OF 
HETEROSEXISM IN THE MEDIA HERE. AND ANYONE WHO'S EITHER UNABLE TO CONCEIVE, HAS 
GIVEN UP R CHILD FOR ADOPTION, UNDERGONE AN ABORTION OR LOST fl CHILD CAN TELL YOU 
JUST HOW MANY IMAGES OF HAPPINESS THROUGH BREEDING THEY NOTICE THEY ARE BEING

HEAVINESS (WHICH ONCE UPON A TIME WAS TRULY RARE IN 
HARDCORE). TODAY CRIPPLE BASTARDS MAY BE THE BAND THAT 
MOST REFLECTS AN EVOLUTIONARY STEP FORWARD IN ITALIAN 
EXTREME HARDCORE BY THEIR COMBINING A CLASSIC VIBE WITH 
NEO-GRINDCORE/POWER VIOLENCE. CRIPPLE BASTARDS ARE ONE OF 
THE MOST VIOLENT AND RABID THRASH BANDS ON THE PLANET. 
BAND FOUNDER GIULIO THE BASTARD WAS KIND ENOUGH TO ANSWER 
A FEW QUESTIONS ABOUT THE BAND AND THEIR LATEST AND BEST 
ALBUM "MISANTROPOA SENSO UNICO 

HOW ARE THE CRIPPLE BASTARDS TODAY DIFFERENT THAN 
THE CRIPPLE BASTARDS OF FIVE OR MORE YEARS AGO? 

Well, a lot of things have changed. The main point is that 
today I'm the only original member left in the band, and in 
the last 5-6 years we had something like six different 
drummers, five bass-players and three guitarists. This big 
variety of members brought a lot of changes in the C.B. 
style, not only talking of the way we play but also the 
mentality, how we relate to the d.i.y. scene, how we 
organize/self-manage the things etc... As far as it concerns 
the music and the lyrics/contents, the newest stuff is more 
structured and worked on more than the first album "Your 
Lies In Check". We introduced new tastes/influences, we 
concentrated more on the quality and the production, we 
turned it into something much more negative and cynical... 
the album "Misantropo a senso unico" is certainly a good 
step forward. 

IT SEEMS LIKE MOST HATE-FUELED BANDS EITHER 
MELLOW OUT OR BURN THEMSELVES OUT. HOW DO YOU 
KEEP IT GOING AFTER ALL THESE YEARS? 

C.B. is just the portrait of a life gone bad and the negative 
experiences I pass through. When we put together this new 
album and had the final result in our hands, 1 thought it was 
the maximum we could create in terms of hate, negativity 
and pessimism. But then I simply saw that life couldn't 
improve in a positive way, things around me were getting 
even worse, my disgust for people and all that surrounds me 
grew bigger and bigger. The C.B.'s hate is a mechanism that 
works perfectly, a sort of malediction towards ourselves 
perhaps... as years go by things get worse and worse 
through different situations, fucked-up relationships with 
the others, and every time, even when I don’t wish it, I find 
in C.B. the only chance to take out what I feel, the only true 
vengeance against all what makes me feel like shit. Let's 
say that C.B. is the only concrete outburst of rage and 
frustration I have, all the rest doesn't leave me satisfied 
because it's too superficial, too "human." 

IN YOUR MUSIC YOU SPEAK ABOUT ISSUES THAT DIRECTLY 
IMPACT YOU IN ITALY. DO YOU THINK THOSE ISSUES ARE 
ALSO RELEVANT ON A WORLDWIDE SCALE OR DOES THAT 
EVEN MATTER TO YOU? 

I definitely think that these issues are also relevant on a 
worldwide scale. C.B. is all about hard relationships between 


people, the psychology of violence, the individual against a 
suffocating mass of human surrogates, f think that most of 
the topics we touch with our songs are very close to many 
different realities, not only the one we live in here in Italy. 
All this hate and negativity has developed in the social 
background of the area where we grew up, but even if the 
contents of the lyrics refer to things happened here this kind 
of shit happens everywhere on a larger or smaller scale. We 
have songs dealing with junkies, backwarded feminists and 
moralistic crap, the pros and cons of prostitution, 
suppression of individuality and spontaneity in today's 
society plus tons more. This doesn't happen only in Italy. 

DO HATE AND VIOLENCE GO HAND IN HAND? 

Let's say that in the C.B.'s case violence inspires the hate 
that bursts out through our music and lyrics. 

DO YOU THINK YOUR AUDIENCES RELATE TO WHAT YOU 
ARE TALKING ABOUT WITH YOUR MUSIC? DOES IT MATTER 
IF THEY DO OR NOT? 

I think that those who really appreciate C.B. are not only 
into the music, they somehow get involved by the lyrics and 
subjects, because this fits their lives and experiences. I 
see there’s quite a lot of people into what I'm talking about 
expecially here in Italy and in countries like Czech 
Republic and the east of Europe in general. If one takes a 
C.B. record only for the musical side of it, he gets 50% of 
what we've been trying to express through our effort. It's 
just a simple statement of fact, we don't expect you to read 
the lyrics one by one and then go out to drop stones on a 
busy highway - C.B. is all about our lives. If what we say 
involves or attracts somebody else, it's an immense 
pleasure; if one gets our stuff only for a listening 
entertainment, we respect it anyway. 

SHIFTING GEARS A LITTLE BIT...A FEW YEARS AGO I GOT A 
CRIPPLE BASTARDS 7" THAT WAS ALL COVER TUNES OF 
OLDER ITALIAN HARDCORE BANDS, IT WAS SUPPOSED TO 
BE A FIRST IN A SERIES. DID YOU EVER RELEASE MORE 
OF THAT SERIES? 

Unfortunately not all the current C.B. members are into 
early Italian HC/Punk, so we would never agree about doing 
another issue of the "Frammenti di vita" series. It's a pity 
because I love the bands that started it all here in Italy and 
I still see a lot of features in common with C.B. In the past 
we've been talking about doing a final issue on 12" with 18 
new covers, but it never worked due to the constant line-up 
changes. If you like C.B. covering old Italian HC, you 
should definitely check out our split 7" with COMRADES in 
which we cover the WRETCHED's side of the legendary split 
EP'82 with INDIGESTJim 

THE "COMMUNITY" OF EXTREME MUSIC IS SOMETHING I 
THINK WE TAKE FOR GRANTED. IT ALWAYS AMAZES ME THAT 
SOME GUY RUNNING A RECORD LABEL OUT OF HIS GARAGE 
IN PENNSYLVANIA CAN WORK WITH A SMALL BAND ON THE 
OTHER SIDE OF THE WORLD. HOW DID YOU HOOK UP WITH 
RICH HOAK FOR THE U.S. RELEASE OF YOUR ALBUM? 








We've been in contact with Rich for a long time and we met 
him here in Italy first when he came with BRUTAL TRUTH in 
'98 (we had a total drug-party that nightl) and then two years 
later when he came with TOTAL FUCKING DESTRUCTION for 
the Grind Over Europe Tour. We set up a show here in Italy 
with T.F.D. + C.B. + some others. So far as he's a very 
honest and dedicated person and we like the way he is 
running the label. We asked to see if he wanted to put out 
the CD version of our new album and he agreed and seemed 
to be very much into C.B. since the first moment we got in 
touch with him and he loved "Misantropo a senso unico," so 
everything was done with enthusiasm and friendship. 

IS IT A PAIN TO HAVE A LOT OF DIFFERENT LABELS 
INVOLVED IN RELEASING ONE ALBUM? 

No, it's not that big a problem.. You just have to choose 
honest/reliable people to deal with and that's all. The new 
C.B. album was released on vinyl/LP by my own label 
" E. U .' 91 Produzioni", CD for the US market on Deaf 
American, MC for Eastern Europe on Insane Society (and 
soon on a Polish label), CD for South America on Peculio 
Discos (Ratos De Porao's drummer own label). It was all 
done with good friends we know personally, so it wasn't a 
pain at all - rather an honour. 

HAVE YOU EVER TOURED IN THE U.S.? ANY PLANS TO? 

We’ve been talking about touring the US for years and looks 
like we'll finally come in 2002, if some sudden bad luck 
doesn't fall on us. We'll just tour the East coast, about 10 
shows I think. We'll do a lot of promotion of this tour so 
you’ll get more info in the future, 

OUTSIDE OF MUSIC WHO INSPIRES YOU OR MOTIVATES YOU? 

A big influence in my life is cinema, expecially ‘0Qs/’7Os/’8Os 
stuff from Italy, Yugoslavia, Spain... I like it expecially when 
it's related to violence and cruelty. Italy had some awesome 
directors like Lucio Fulci, Ruggero Deodato, Umberto Lenzi, 
Argento and tons more. Yugoslavia had Goran Markovic. I'm 
into a lot of different types of movies, spaghetti western, 
horror, gore, violent action, crime stories, thriller, dramatic, 
sci-fi... this has always been an enormous inspiration in the 
C,B. lyrics/graphics and our way to perform on stage. I'm 
also a big worshipper of mondo movies, shockumentaries 
and anything concerned to real death footage. Other 
sources of inspiration outside of music are simply the 
negative experiences we face everyday. This is real fuel for 
our thoughts, negativity, and sense of revenge. 

INSIDE MUSIC WHO INSPIRES OR MOTIVATES YOU? 

I'm into a big variety of musical genres... today the stuff 
that inspires me the most Is ROKERI S MORAVU from 
Yugoslavia (a folk/rock outfit that existed from 1973 to 
1 993), then old Italian beat/rock'n’roll like ADRIANO 
CELENTANO, plus I love the GOBLIN, you know, the 
soundtrack musicians of Dario Argento's movies. If we talk 
of today's Hardcore/Grind I enjoy bands like NASUM, PIG 
DESTROYER, REGURGITATE, DISCORDANCE AXIS, 
KRIGSHOT, GRIDE, YACOPSAE, RUPTURE and a few others. 


Anyway, the biggest influences in C.B.'s style have always 
been early ‘80s Punk/HC, ‘80s Thrash/Speed metal and late 
‘80s Grindcore like early NAPALM DEATH, FEAR OF GOD, 
PATARENI, REPULSION, V.N.A., TUMOR, KILLERCRUST, 
STENCH OF CORPSE, SORE THROAT etc... 

WHEN YOU LOOK BACK ON WHAT YOU HAVE BEEN ABLE TO 
DO WITH CRIPPLE BASTARDS, WHAT ARE THE THINGS THAT 
YOU ARE THE MOST PROUD OF? 

I think we're the only Italian band who’s been able to create 
a sort of connection between the ‘80s classic Italian 
Hardcpre and today’s extreme thrash/grind. Or call it a 
M continuation"--maybe we’ve been the only link that kept 
real Italian HC alive and turned it into something still vital 
and attracting, even if ways more extreme. We’ve tried to 
emphasize the nihilism and rawness of certain bands and 
create our own style on these bases. Other things I'm 
proud of is the many successful shows we did all around, 
expecially in the East of Europe. And the biggest 
satisfaction is the new album because it's a perfect portrait 
of the last 4-5 years of my life, it came out just as we 
wished it to be. 

LOOKING FORWARD, WHAT DO YOU STILL WANT TO DO 
WITH THE BAND? 

Just go on and keep developing our sound following our 
daily mood/feelings. And our biggest dream is to tour the 
US and other countries like Japan, Brazil, etc. 

WHAT WAS YOUR MOTIVATION BEHIND RE-RECORDING THE 
SONGS FROM YOUR FIRST DEMO (ALL 94 OF THEM) AS A 
BONUS ON "MISANTROPO A SENSO UNICO?" 

It's our tribute to Noisecore. Early C.B. was a total 
NoiseGrind outfit like ANAL CUNT, V.N.A., 7 M.O.N., SORE 
THROAT, TUMOR and many others. We felt like this type of 
extreme shit is quite dead and buried today except some 
rare cases, and that's a real pity since it was a very diverse 
and nihilistic form of expression. Our 94 song Demo (by the 
way, that wasn't the first C.B. Demo, it was the 4th) was 
something very individual because it was ail sung in Italian 
and the lyrics were very obscure and hermetic. We wanted 
to re-record it with a modern sound and add it to the new 
tracks of our album. According to me it fits perfectly, it's 
like a long neverending track made of fast+short outbursts. 
It's quite unique in its style. Hope it'll be a good source of 
inspiration for new Noisecore bands if there'll be any.

Jensen: This , show was packed with an 
alarming rate of awkward 17 year old 
girls and fashionable mosh-metal rich 
kids. We got fed this time around. I 



8/22/01 IRON LUNG, TEEN CTHULHU @ THE 
SMELL, LOS ANGELES, CA - 

Jensen: We drove through Cowshwitz to 
get to the show. There is this 
stretch of cow farms, I think it's the 
Harris Ranch, that spans like five 
miles on the 1-5 that smells like the 
worst death-rot ever. Picture five 
miles of shit and rotten meat going 
moo, moo, moo.

We've been staying with Jon's brother, 
Erik, the past two nights'. His 
roommate came in and passed out by the 
toilet tonight. Erik kept asking us 
if we wanted to do some drugs.

8/25/01 IRON LUNG , TEEN CTHULHU, 
FRANKENWEENIE, THE KILL, TYRANUS, AND 
MANY, MANY MORE @ MUNOZ BOXING GYM, 
BAKERSFIELD, CA - 

Jensen: What is there to say about 
Bakersfield except "What ttfe Fuck!?" 
The show was at a boxing gym, the size 
of my bedroom, and I don't live in no 
mansion. We set up inside the ring. 

I felt like fighting somebody that 
night. For what reason I do not know, 
maybe it was the heat, or the boxing 
ring, or maybe it was the fact that 
most of the shows before this one were 
really fucking shitty. There was no 
sign of it getting any better.

I've 
never really been in a band that people 
like. I kinda like it though. The 
best thing about Flagstaff (beside the 
beautiful weather) was Christina 
Hamilton coming all the way from 
Phoenix to hang out.

Jensen: The drive to get here was the 
stupidest, most fucked up drive in the 
history of touring. I was in such a 
bad mood by the time we arrived in 
LogarT _ '( which is at the very top of 
Utah)--I wanted to kill. We saw the 
entire state, bottom to top, on our 
short fourteen hour trek.

internet directions. So we get to 
town and have to track down Damon 
Terry (the guy who booked the show) . 
We get to his house, or what we 
thought was his house, and I talked to 
a middle-aged, construction working 
beer-swiller, who says, "There is no 
show at my fucking house!" and that 
Damon moved to Boise. Teen Cthulhu 
meets us at a gas station. Travis 
gets on the phone to track down the 
show. We head to the local library 
hoping to find internet access so 
Brandon can read emails from the

Jensen: We ate vegan general's chicken 
for breakfast at Saigon Rendezvous.

ENEMY SOIL - Smashes The State 2xCD 

Years ago I heard that Bovine was going to 
release an ENEMY SOIL discography CD. 
Obviously it never happened, but now that I have 
this release. I’m glad because the quality here is 
much better than any previous incarnation would 
have been. What you have is a collection that has 
been assembled with an eye for detail and 
aesthetic accuracy. The full color booklet has a 
running narrative on the history of E.S. by 
founding member Richard Johnson. The various 
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anecdotes (getting directions to Gilman from 
Klaus Flouride) make it an interesting read; it's a 
million times more interesting than most liner 
notes. Lots of pics and flyers thru the history of 
this Virginia grind / thrash unit. too. Musically, 
this covers most of the bases from the first demo 
in ‘93 to the last split 7" in ‘99, although it 
appears that the Relapse 7" is missing... that’s 
unfortunate because that’s definitely one of my 
favorite E.S. release. Ironically, my least favorite 
E.S. tracks, by far. are the ones I released on the 
"War Parade" 7" on Slap A Ham and those are on 
here. Due to various recordings over several 
years and a revolving door of vocalists, this entire 
collection retains enough variation to remain 
punishing throughout and proves to be an 
addictive listen without getting stale. 72 tracks in 
all. Even though half of their history involved a 
drum machine, they remain one of the few bands 
who knew how to use the drum machine without 
making it sound cheesy most of the time. Quite 
the opposite, this stuff is ear-shredding, even 
posthumously. Well worth the cabbage. (CD)

So. when I 
heard that on their new album F.O.B. were 
"expanding" and "maturing" their sound, I 
couldn't help but think of D.R.I. again, but this 
time the thought brought trepidation because no 
matter how much I like later D.R.I. there is no 
denying they lost something special when they 
changed their sound (circa 1985). Fortunately 
there was no need for concern on my part. F.O.B. 
may have "changed" slightly but they haven't 
"tamed" their sound one bit. It isn't that they 
have steered away from the complete mania of 
their delivery, it is more that they have added 
other dimensions to it.

GODSTOMPER is quickly joining the "release of 
the month club" pioneered by the likes of 
AGATHOCLES and M.I.T.B. On this outing you’ve 
got more of the same. This duo belts out 10 
tracks of their patented guitarless blast mayhem. 
Danny’s solid drumming is up front followed by 
the toilet bowl bass that gets lost in the mix. 
accentuated with Paul’s usual jumble of grunts 
that, don’t even come close to resembling the 
words on the lyric sheet. Pretty funny. Best song 
title: "Burn Gilman Burn". IRRITATE hails from 
Finland and rips thru 12 lo-fi tunes that combine 
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catchy D-beat riffs with a dash of the slow parts 
from early NAPALM DEATH and a touch of stop 
and go West Coast power violence. Sounds like a 
rehearsal demo as far as the recording quality, 
but the point comes across well enough. Two 
bands who continue to cany the torch for the no- 
tech approach to noisecore. (CD)

So, imagine 
my surprise when I threw on this disc & was 
immediately socked with genuine '80s style 
hardcore that's full of hooks and catchy riffage.

Imagine FEAR OF GOD 
with a drum machine and songs that are twice as 
fast and you’ll have a point of reference for 
where these lads are coming from. The drum 
machine ain't my favorite element... I think 
they'd have a stronger and dare I say more 
"credible" sound without it. but you can tell 
they’re making the best of what they have at 
their disposal. Pretty cool, but I think their best 
material is yet to come. MIZUKO is a three-man 
noise effort. On all of these tracks there’s 
thankfully a variety of noise going on.

If you’re ready for a late ‘80s fastcore overdose, this 
is the release for you. As the title suggests, this is 
everything and more that this underrated Spanish 
HC unit ever produced during their reign from 
1985 to 1993. Included here are tracks from their 
LP. split LP. and EP as well as tons of unreleased 
live and demo tracks. 105 songs total! Holy crap! 
They were a great band, but c’mon, it’s really 
difficult to make it through both CDs in one sitting. 
But I don’t think that’s the intention of this 
collection, rather its purpose is one of complete 
documentation and in that regard it succeeds with 
flying colors. In addition to the endless fast 
hardcore outbursts, the graphics and liner notes 
are excellent and not a stone is left unturned... 
they even have a copy of the original review I did 
for the HHH album in MaximumRockNRoll 10 
years ago! Back then. I compared HHH to a cross 
between NEOS and LARM. I hear a bit of that still, 
especially in the demo tracks which are my 
favorite ones here. Sometimes they're flying with 
energetic early hardcore fury, at other times 
they’re self-destructing under their own 
hyperactivity. Overall, this is a labor of love that 
will hopefully garner some well-deserved 
posthumous praise for this outfit.

Normally I 
don’t warm up to this sort of thing, but for some 
reason H#28 appealed to me enough to warrant 
multiple listenings.

HIRAX - Barrage of Noise CD 

This is the first full length from the reformed 
HIRAX - it follows a 7" picture disc released 
earlier this year called "El Diablo Negro". I was a 
bit disappointed to see that aside from Katon the 
rest of the original members of the band have left 
again. Not that it really matters since Katon is to 
HIRAX what Lernrny is to MOTORHEAD. I have 
to hand it to HIRAX - this is a great album. Since 
their popularity over the years has been 
maintained in large part due to the power 
violence scene's obsession with them. I fully 
expected HIRAX to try and make a power 
violence record. They didn't. They made a 
HIRAX record. Their unique flavor of rapid-fire 
thrash metal is 100% intact. The appeal of 
HIRAX has always been rooted in the 
incongruous mixture of Katon's melodic voice 
and bloody raw thrash, which is exactly what 
"Barrage of Noise" has to offer. Best of all HIRAX 
has also managed to make an album that is more 
than just a tribute to themselves. Sure there are 
some classic HIRAX moments here (the title 
track, for instance) but this is definitely a new 
piece of the HIRAX legacy. There are some 
slower and more melodic moments on the CD 
that took me a bit by surprise (especially after 
the mind numbing speed displayed on the 
picture disc) but after repeated listens I have 
grown to appreciate them as well. I think fans 
both old and new will be pleased. (JB)

HIRAX - Blasted In Bangkok CD 

Finally! That is all I have to say. This classic piece 
of HIRAX history has been pretty elusive for me. 
Originally released as a 7" in the late ‘80s I 
ordered it back then through mailorder and it 
never came. I then looked for it in stores and in 
distro boxes forever, but to no avail. Finally, more 
than a decade later, it has been re-released in its 
entirety and I have not one. but two copies of it 
(one on CD. one on wax) in my grubby little mitts 
(Not that I still don't want a copy of the 7" - 
traders get in contact). As a HIRAX fan from 
"back in the day" there is no way not to love this. 
Recorded after "Hate. Fear and Power", this is 
when HIRAX were at the top of their game and 
ironically without a record deal. Oddball speed 
metal that falls into a nebulous no-man's land 
between crossover and thrash. Many headbangers 
and punks just didn't (or couldn't) get it. which 
allowed us hardcore fans to feel smug and 
superior. What could be better than that? This re- 
release couldn't have come at a better time either 
since there seems to be a renewed interest in the 
sound and scene that spawned the original band. 
Who says history is boring? Not HIRAX fans, that's 
for sure! As a bonus there is an original version 
(1984) of "Bombs of Death" included (I think this 
originally appeared on a Metal Massacre 
compilation) and the track from the SRAZZ split 7" 
(recorded during the Bangkok sessions but not on 
the original 7"). (JB)

HIRAX - El Diablo Negro 7” 

I've started over on this review a couple of times 
already, each time trying to figure out a way to 


write it without sounding like one of those 
boastful old-fart windbags who constantly brags 
about how they were into bands "back in the 
day." So, as I start writing yet again. I've come to 
the realization that there is no way around it -1 
am a boastful windbag and HIRAX is a band I 
have totally worshipped since they first exploded 
on the speed metal underground back in the mid- 
'80s. Well, maybe "exploded" is the wrong word. 
They were hyped by their label as the "fastest" 
metal band yet but I can definitely tell you that 
many a headbanger had no idea what to make of 
them upon the release of "Raging Violence." Sure 
they were fast but they also had this high-pitched 
vocajist who sounded nothing like any other 
thrash metal singers not to mention his vocal 
arrangements were bizarre, often times not 
meshing the rest of the song. Often the metal 
scene just didn't get it and then when "Hate. 
Fear & Power" was released it not only had a thin 
guitar sound but its eight songs only lasted about 
15 minutes - pure heresy in the metal world. 
Eight songs were supposed to be an entire LP's 
worth of songs to the metal crowd. I can still 
remember a letter to the editor I read in (if 
memory serves) Kerrang! magazine accusing 
HIRAX of ripping off their fans by "tricking" them 
with an EP disguised as an LP. The letter even 
demanded that the magazine start listing the 
playing time of records they reviewed. I got a 
good laugh out of that letter I can assure you! 
HIRAX also didn't fit into the hardcore scene of 
the day with their staccato riffs and decidedly 
heavy metal style. They might have fit better in 
the crossover scene with the likes of C.O.C.. 
D.R.I. and SUICIDAL TENDENCIES except they 
sounded nothing like those bands. HIRAX were a 
band without a scene and that is exactly why I 
dug them so much. I constantly played them for 
my friends (and enemies) and I can only 
remember one person whose initial reaction 
wasn't one of confusion. Man. I totally loved 
HIRAX. I even joined their "fan club" which was 
nothing more than getting a xeroxed sheet of 
paper with HIRAX merchandise you could buy. 
After they were dropped by Metal Blade Records 
I even mailordered their "Blasted In Bangkok" 7" 
and some stickers (which never came by the way 
- I was pissed, although considering the fact I 
was in college by that point and it was the first 
time I had ever been ripped off doing mailorder I 
guess I was pretty lucky). Several years later 
when SRAZZ formed and their drummer "Hirax" 
Max turned the whole extreme hardcore scene 
onto them I felt like a proud papa. Well, all this 
histoiy brings us (finally) to the review of this 
new 7" picture disc by the reunited HIRAX. I 
guess it won't surprise you to find out that I love 
this. The title track "El Diablo Negro" has that 
quirky "doesn't-quite-mesh" sound that made 
"Raging Violence" so great and made it stand out 
from the crowd. It is punchy and thrashy with 
machine gun verses and a singable chorus. The 
two songs on the flip "I See Blood Red" and "Slit 
Your Wrist" both have that unbridled and frantic 
feel that made (makes) "Hate. Fear & Power" a 
favorite record of mine to this day. They also 
show off the speed and power that Metal Blade 
Records used to hype about the band. Whether 
you are a true HIRAX fan or just someone who 
says you are because SPAZZ made -it mandatory 
to like them, I suggest you buy this record. 7" 
picture discs are just damn cool. Besides I want 
to see that look of confusion on your face so 1 can 
feel superior. Although, y’know. that might not 
even happen since I daresay that HIRAX has 
more diehard followers today (thanks to SPAZZ) 
than when they first existed - in spite of the fact 
they sold far more records in the ‘80s than they 
are likely to now. (JB) Deep Six Records 

HOLDING ON - Just Another Day CD 

These guys did a split with THE REAL ENEMY on 
Havoc last year and seemed to be fairly good. 
When I received this I wasn't expecting too 
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much, just another average HC workout and 
another CD to file away after one spin. WRONG. 
Back to basics HC. This lot have been doing their 
fucking homework. This comes across as a band 
trying to incorporate the NY style (early SOIA) 
and traditional thrashy HC from Boston. They 
have also must have been to England as the 
swear count is phenomenal! "Fuck"s here and

Lyrics attack the usual enemies of punk and 
punks themselves. There is an extra insert for 
explanation of one set of lyrics about anti-fascist 
demos.

PINK 
FLAMINGOS, etc., etc. Well, this definitely 
doesn’t sound like a cookie-cutter rehash of any 
of those bands, but they’re pretty heavy in an all- 
over-the-place sort of way: super fast, double bass 
parts with noodlv metal licks over the top. and 
super chugga-chugga parts at times, with 
occasional straight up SLAYER type straight 
ahead riffage and on-the-ride Sweden-style 
melodic metal solo parts that border on the emo. 
Also, and best of all. they bust into some more 
charging hardcore parts and here and there they 
hit blast. The vocals are gruff, not monster-style 
but just yelled vocals interspersed with some 
new-metal-hardcore style guttural yells, like 
maybe CONVERGE, and I liked that.

This CD is a 
re-release of their only recording, a six song demo 
from 1987 plus live tracks from an Arizona gig 
with NUCLEAR ASSAULT (15 tracks total). For 
•80s speed metal fans in general and HIRAX fans 
(both old and new) in particular this is a "must 
own" release. Musically PHANTASM is not too far 
removed from what HIR.AX was doing although 
there is a greater emphasis on guitar heroics due 
to twin lead guitars! The music is also slightly less 
quirky than HIRAX. at times sounding not unlike 
the aforementioned NUCLEAR ASSAULT - 
especially on the live tracks. PHANTASM played a 
straight-for-the-throat brand of speed metal with 
the primary emphasis being placed on thrashing 
and raw intensity, not heavy guitar crunch. One 
reason this band (and HIRAX for that matter) still 
sound so relevant today is that they didn't try to 
make their sound fit the standard mold of the day. 
If you listen to other ‘87 era speed metal you'll 
hear a lot of commonality amongst those bands 
that PHANTASM just didn't share.

I’m usually the 
first person to say that there is no place for 
violins, trumpets, etc. in hardcore (mostly 
because it’s funny, not so much that I feel that 
strongly about it)... but these folks pull it off to a 
certain extent. I can’t say I love this, but I like it 
and feel like they have definite potential. I think 
it’s some sort of lack of intensity, or maybe the 
recording. I'd hate to think it was the recording 
that makes a heavy, gloom-and-doom band like 
this really sound impactful, but I’m suspicious 
that it’s the case. I’m afraid to say it but part of 
the reason that TRAGEDY. HHIG and ARTIMUS 
PYLE are so good in my opinion is that they really 
do sound THAT heavy, live and recorded.

They interject 
keyboards into the mix (goth flavored screamo 
maybe?). The keys are stellar and work great, 
adding a lot of flavor to the music. So. from one 
perspective you could argue their attempt at 
distinctiveness works. Unfortunately the keys are 
all that work. S.O.Z. don't really do anything 
wrong per se. but they just don't do anything, 
(other than the keys) right, either. Their sound is 
a carbon copy of countless other bands riding this 
latest wave of extreme emo and the keys may be 
good but they aren't enough to salvage the entire 
project. It seems to boil down to the quality of 
songwriting. S.O.Z. need to take it up a notch. For 
this kind of music to work it has to be very 
complex, yet interesting. Extremely heavy, yet 
accessible. Have lots of variation, yet pummel the 
listener. This style of music by its very nature is 
enigmatic and certainly must be difficult to 
master (in other words this ain't your mamma's 
three-chord punk rock) so I hesitate to play the 
prick music critic who complains about something 
I certainly couldn't ever do. but the fact of the 
matter is "The Birth Of Tragedy" is boring. (JB)

Sweatin II: Deported Live Dwarf CD 

"Sweatin' II: Deported Live Dwarf is the second 
in a three part series of SPAZZ releases aimed at 
collecting the hardest to find songs of their ample 
back catalog. Whereas Volume 1 and Volume 3 
focus on various forms of 7"ers. this volume 
contains their first album "Dwarf Jester Rising" 
(long out of print), their extremely rare split CD 
with SUBVERSION and a live radio broadcast. In 
preparing this review I thought it would be a kick 
to dig out the original review I did of "Dwarf 
Jester Rising" over six years ago and see if what I 
said then I would still agree with today. I found it 
in issue #8 of The Crass Menagerie. This was in 
the days that The CM was a one page newsletter 
distributed by snail mail via distributors like The 
Heavy Metal Shop. Raunch Records. Black Dog 
Records. Wild Rags Records. Rage Records. 
Sutekh Records and others. Today only The Heavy 
Metal Shop is still around. I don't mind telling 
you that it took me forever to find the review 
since I don't have computer files that go back 
that far. But I did finally find it and in that review 
1 described "Dwarf Jester Rising" as a 
"...masterful bible of power violence." Hmmm., 
so far. so good I would say. I also wrote. "Never 
have three musicians been able to wreak as much 
havoc as these Northern California natives. Their 
short song bursts are as deadly as cobra venom in 
your mineral water. SPAZZ has managed the 
perfect blend of speed, aggression, heaviness, and 
humor. This is the band's first full-length release 
but already they have established themselves as 
the gurus of their genre." Now. if I do say so 
myself, that review was dead on. I would second 
every word of that review today. In fact I think by 
writing this review I am, eh? It is also worth 
noting that over the ensuing six years I have 
maintained "Dwarf' is a masterpiece while the 
three members of SPAZZ all-disparaged the album 
and acted as if they were embarrassed by it. Only 
now. after the band has broken up. have they 
come to appreciate the record. With my own ears 
I've heard them say good things about it. I stand 
vindicated. As for the rest of "Sweatin' II" the 
tracks from the split with SUBVERSION are by no 
means the best material SPAZZ ever did with the 
notable exception of "Katon W. DePena Without 
The W Is Like Grilled Cheese Without The Grill 
(Part 1 & 2)" which is one of their best songs 
ever! The radio show wraps up the CD and is 
worth the price of the disc alone. Not only do you 
get countless SPAZZ classics done live you get to 
heai' the band banter back and forth with varying 
degrees of witty humor. Needless to say this CD is 
a "must have" for every SPAZZ fan. not to mention 
everv hardcore fan. (JB)

Is this really the end of SPAZZ? "Sweatin' 3" is 
part three of a three part series from SPAZZ that 
collects rare, obscure and out-of-print tunes for 
the kidzz. It is also their first posthumous 
release. It containzz 67 songzz from splitzz with 
25 TA LIFE (the most infamous SPAZZ release 
ever). MONSTER X. GOB. L.O.I.. OPSTAND. 
BLACK ARMY JACKET. SLOBBER and HI RAX 
plus the complete "Tastin' Spoon" 5" and several 
compilation trackzz including the scarce classic 
"Gummo Love Theme." For fanzz of the band this 
is an essential collection and you don't need me 
telling you how great it is. If. however, you are 
one of those vile and paganistic not-yet-a-SPAZZ- 
fan kind of people, let me encourage you to 
finally take the plunge. Of the three "Sweatin'" 
volumezz this is the one that most definezz the 
band. It capturezz SPAZZ at the top of their 
game. Many of the songzz on this disc are among 
the best SPAZZ ever created. Plus you get a taste 


of everything that made SPAZZ a hardcore icon: 
humor (check out the GOB split), raw intensity’ 
(the "Possessed To Skate" trackzz), insider 
banter (the L.O.I. split), unrivaled songwriting 
("Gummo Love Theme") and a double barrel 
barrage of hardcore ferocity (the 25 TA LIFE 
split).

What's this poseur shit? Looks like three fucking 
frat boys got together after going to one punk gig. 
thought it was hilarious seeing all the oddballs 
acting crazy and made a band to sing about such 
people and their behaviour. Shit... erm... I take 
that back. I forgot about the West Bay Cartel. Ok. 
enough of that, SPAZZ. what can you say. you all 
know’ what they sound like for fuck's sake. This 
brings together the last recorded output from the 
"goofiest" band out there. Some of the obscurities 
gathered together for those of you not obsessive 
enough (read: sad) to get them first time 'round. 
This way you don't have to buy/trade for 
completely crazy prices/deals. Now you to can 
laugh your arse (ass to you yanks!) off to the likes 
of "Dan Lifting Banner", "Gilman 90210" and the 
anthem for any thrash fan "A Prayer For The 
Complete And Utter Eradication Of All Generic 
Pop-Punk".

thrash". The packaging is pretty smart and you 
get the lyrics to accompany the songs, some of 
w’hich are obviously "in jokes" with the band and 
their friends. Most however are hilarious 
observations focusing on punk quite a bit. Paying 
homage to Holland in "Wooden Shoes" is classy 
and "Animal Liberation Now!" I can relate to it. 
It's as simple as this... if you read this zine. 
99.9% of you will know if you like them or not. 
They have not to everyone's approval pretty much 
notched a place in HC history, and this the 
last(?) compilation is a document as to why.

They released a demo CDR last year and 
luckily found a label willing to invest in a debut 
release for 'em. Quite a debut, too. SUICIDE 
NOTE dwells on the New Jersey-esque, semi-tech, 
heavy sty le. Songs are played at windmill moshing 
speed. They're beefy and complex, but not like 
DILLINGER calculus-core. There are enough 
repeating riffs to develop a groove which allows 
the songs to rock out on the power of their own 
momentum. Actually with each song, this disc- 
gets progressively better. Lyrics seem to have a 
message albeit a cryptic one. Some absurdist 
moments exist in the wording like. "Am I speaking 
Chinese. Simon. Simon. Simon. Simon?" Sounds 
like that kook who attacked Dan Rather yelling.

I never really got that: not 
that I’ve got tons of French buddies, but shit, 
there’re hardcore kids from everywhere, what the 
fuck is up with singling them out for being 
French? I mean. I’ve never exactly been super 
proud to be American, and less so now that the 
fans have rallied round the flag for a good little 
Afghanistan-killing session - you can’t choose 
where you’re born, only what you make of it is my 
point. I suppose. I guess this isn’t that great a 
review, either. I was never that into that 
straightforward crust, and only a few of the first 
generation of screamo bands really made any 
kind of lasting impact on my memory 7 .

Documentary. Featuring Original Live Footage 
and Interviews of the Absolute Best Bands in 
Hardcore/Rock/Metal" is hard not to feel a bit 
negative towards. Oh shit. I just read the back 
and the text on there really takes the cake: "This 
cardboard and plastic terror... The music, the 
message, and the quality you want, done 
professionally by the kids, for the kids. For those 
who were there, you’ll never forget the sheer 
insanity. For those who were not... the closest 
thing to being up front, sweating, raising your 
fists. SEE the uncontrolled whirlings and 
jumpings of today’s uncontrolled youth! HEAR 
the cacophony of their pied pipers! WITNESS the 
madness that ensues!" Dude, I gotta hand it to 
DxJx Rose, who composed those gems. So. I 
guess I’ll just run with the negativity just this 
once: If the above doesn’t clue you in right away, 
remember that it’s a compilation, and like most 
compilations there are one or two bands I like a 
lot on it and several other bands I really don’t 
care for and maybe even one or two that I really 
can’t stand. In this case. 1 like some CONVERGE, 
don’t mind the music of BROTHERS KEEPER. 
EIGHTEEN VISIONS. SHAI HULUD. WALLS OF 
JERICHO, and don’t know from the other bands 
on here - although I’ve heard some burly scene 
gossip about BANE, none of which I can 
remember, just that it was bad. Ahahaha. as if 
that matters. So. second, it’s a video, which 
means it has a director and a producer and is all 
fancy like this one. or else it just looks and 
sounds like shit. Third, it’s got interviews and 
stuff on there, crowd shots and it was filmed in 
"exotic Syracuse. New York." Home of EARTH 
CRISIS. Home of metal hardcore, at least one or 
two flavors of it. .After all that. I’m tempted not 
to even watch it. but I guess I will. Some 
highlights: ONE KING DOWN, rolling the low- 
rider bike, talking about the amount of cabinets 
they invented bringing to a hardcore show: 
KILLSWITCH ENGAGE , "We went for emotion, 
and repetition in our music..." hmm, deep. 
CONVERGE gets a little hand-holding sing-along 
for a bit. which is nice - must be crazy to hear 
like 1500 people singing along to your songs... I 
wouldn’t know. Actually all the inteiviews are 
pretty much gems... And the show - 3000 kids is 
a lot. That number all in one place includes 
entirely too many shirtless jocks. The bands, 
even the good ones, are boring to watch, and how 
many stage dives do you really need to'see in a 
row? Ok. the topper is when they interviewed 
the cops, and they’re all. "I don’t understand the 
music, but I really enjoyed it. A courteous bunch 
of people, we had no problems at all." Overall, 
some totally classic laughs if you have some 
money to throw around, but I really can’t believe 
this thing was made. It’s like "Heavy" Metal 
Parking Lot" meets a Metal Blade promo video. 
In fact, either my tape was defective or it wasn’t 
rewound when it came to me (I know Chris was 
watching all his faves on here!) because I 
realized afterwards that, I missed out on some of 
the action’, or else they lied and it was only like 
a 45 minute show! (J)

Sometimes punks seem attracted to the notion 
that life has no meaning. With CDs like this 
being released, how can that possibly be? "I 


Thrash. Therefore I Am" may sound familiar to 
some of you more seasoned hardcorephiles and 
indeed it should. Yep. this is the CD re-issue of 
the classic BCT compilation from 1985. 
Borderless Countries Tapes a/k/a Bad 
Compilation Tapes was a 27 tape series of 
compilations that collected some of the most 
intense international hardcore bands from the 
genre's 1st wave. The series is a thing of legend 
and deservedly so. I know for me buying those 
tapes was my first exposure to some of the most 
mind-blowing bands ever and "I Thrash. 
Therefore I Am" (#18 in the series) is one of the 
best of the bunch. Many of the bands on here are 
extreme and vehement enough to still fit 
perfectly into the over-the-top thrash scene of 
today. I dare you to listen to MOB 47 and try and 
tell me that they wouldn't be a perfect fit on a 
"modern" label like 625. Slap A Ham. Sound 
Pollution. Six Weeks or Deep Six. Other bands on 
this volume include PRODUCT ASSAR. 
MODERAT LIKVTDATION. KUOLEMA. 
EXISTENZ. AKUTT INNLEGGELSE. GROTESKA
